Washington, March  2.-—(Special.)—The 
democrats of congress, almost without ex- 
ception, believe that the action of the 
house caucus Monday. night has put the 
party in excellent shape before the coun- 
try. They believe that the resolutions 
adopted express, in brief and concise shape, 
the sentiments of the great majority of 
the American people and breathe the spirit 
of true democracy; and they feel certain 
the party will be strengthened before the 
people by this official action on the part 
of the representatives of the party in 
the popular branch of the government. 
In as brief a form as possible the pre- 
amble and resolutions set forth a princli- 
ple and define a policy. This is done with- 
out loading the declaration down. with 
any argument, the niea of the framers 
of the resolution being that it is far better 
in an official stafement to simply set forth 
the principle clearly and concisely, and 
leave the argument to those who may be 
called upon, in congress or out of it, to 
defend the declaration, 
‘In view of the importance which this 
deciaration is bound to play in the polit-

*@ We hold that the constitution of 
> -the- States°was ordained and 
established for an intelligent, liberty- 
loving and self-governing people and 
cannot be successfully appned to a 
peopic of different virtues and condi- 
tions.

and resolutions which constitute the par- 
ty’s action on the territorial question. 

The resolution of Judge Gr.ggs, of Geor- 
‘gia, which was also adopted, does rot 
bear upon this question, but rather 1pon 
the attitude of the party toward the war, 
but it also is important as a part of the 
party record. 

Adopt Bailey’s Views. 

There is one fact about the preamble that 
is interesting to thuse who have kept a 
Watch upon the political history of the 
country as it has been made during the 
past year, and that is: The preamble was 
written by Mr.- Bailey, of Texas, and con- 
tains exactly what he was contending for 
in the Galveston convention of last year. 

It will be recalled that much was made 
by Mr. Bailey’s enemies out of his sup- 
posed turn-down at the hands of the dem- 
ocrats of his home staie. When they met 
at Galveston the democrats of Texas did 
decline to adopt a declaration on these

I say this feeling grows 
stronger as years roll on, Today every 
little boy in our land has his flag and 
his gun and his drum, and the young- 
ster’s mother is proud of the martial . 
spirit he displays. We must remember 
that, at this very moment, and during 
all this month, the Filipino army is ar-

Pointed out and sought out; and on every 
possible occasion te is greeted with ap- 
plause so genuine that its meaning cannot 
be mistaken.

The Bacon Resolution. 

A feature about this action of the house 
democrats that makes it both significant 
and vaiuable is that it is directly in line 
With the position taken by the democrats 
of the senate. The resolution adopted by 
the house is, in effect, the Bacon resolution 
which the democrats off the senate so 
strongly supported’as embodying their 
ideas. The house resolution ts, in fact, that 
resolution, but one slight change being 
made in the wording and that in no sense 
changing the meaning or intent of the dec- 
laration; so the Practical effect is the same 
as if there had been joint action by the 
minority in both branches of congress; 

So far, then, as there can be official ac- 
tion by the representatives of the party in 
advance -of the national convention, the 
caucus resolutions constitute that action; 
and that is directly on the line proposed 
and so ably advocated by Senator Bacon, 
and which has been earnestly supported by 
Senator Clay and all of the members of the 
Georgia holuse delegation. 


COMPROMISE NICARAGUA BILL 


River and Harbor Committee May 
Come to an Agreement. 


Washington, March 2.—The indications 
from the conference on the river and har- 
bor appropriation bills is that a compro- 
mise on the Nicaragua canal amendment 
will be agreed to. 

One of the recent propositions made and 
being discussed is for an appropriation of 
$5,000,000 with authorization to the president 
to investigate both the Panama and Nica- 
ragua routes and when the best route is 
found the secretary of war is to go ahead 
with the work and enter into contracts for 
its completion. There ts some objection to 
this plan and it may be modified. It seems 
to have been determined that same canal 
legislation will be passed.

JUDGE SHELBY CONFIRMED. 


SENATOR BACON MAKES STATE- 
MENT TO COMMITTEE, 


Giving His Reasons in Asking for 
Delay in the Matter Until 
This Time. 


Washington, March 2.—(Spedial.)—The 
senate this afternoon confirmed the nomi- 
nation of Judge Shelby as judge of the 
circuit court for the fifth judicial circuit. 
This was done because Senator Bacon had 
announced that he favored action and 
would himself vote for confirmation. He 
made that statement in the judiciary com- 
mittee at its meeting this morning. He 
made a formal statement at that meeting 
of the reasons he had for asking gclay 
until this time, telling of the letters he 
had received. He said he had written the 
senders of those letters tttating he must 
have proofs of his charges, but had re- 
ceived no replies and felt that the charges 
must be without foundation and were prcb- 
ably inspired by personal malice. He him- 
self had at no time made any charge 
against Judge Shelby, nor had opposed his 
confirmation, but had simply felt that in 
view of the importance of the office there 
should not be hasty action. He told of 
the hearty indorsement which Judge Shel- 
by had from Alabama senators, representa- 
tives and citizens and said the majority 
of the bar of Georgia seemed anxious for 
confirmat.on. 

In accordance with this statement and 
his announcement that he would vote for 
confirmation, the committee reporred the 
case favorably to the senate in executive 
Session and Judge Shelby was promptly 
confirmed. . 


MAHON IS STILL ABSENT. 


PET STRAHAN’S TRIAL ADJOURN-

New York, March 2.—On account of the 
continued absence of Martin Mahon, the 
complaining witness, the trial of Mrs.

GOMEZ WANTS CUBAN TROOPS. 


OLD WARRIOR ASKS BROOKE TO 
TAKE 10,000 MEN.

Occupation. 


Havana, March 2.—General Maximo Go- 
mez asks Governor General Brooke to re- 
duce the American army of occupation to 
10,000 men, retaining 10,u00 Cuban soldiers in 
the service of the military government. 

The Cuban military assembly met today 
at Marianao, General Andrade presiding. 
The* session was private. It was under- 
stood, however, that the session was a 
stormy one, the discussion being over the 
acceptance of the $3,000,000 tendered by the 
United States government. Seventeen 
members, it is said, favor accepting this 
amount, but no final decision was reached, 
and the assembly will meet tomorrow af- 
ternoon at El Correo. 


RE-ENFORCEMENTS FOR OTIS. 


SIX REGIMENTS OF REGULARS 
ARE ORDERED TO MANILA. 


Volunteers Now in the Philippines 
‘Will Not Be Returned if They 
‘Are Needed. 


Washington, March 2.—The secretary of 
war has just ordered the re-enforcement of 
General Otis by six regiments. These are 
the Sixth infantry, now at San Antonio, 
Tex.; the Sixth artilfery, scattered aiong 
the Atlantic coast stations; the Ninth tnfane 
try, at Madison Barracks; Thirteenth intan- 
try, in New York state; Twenty-first in- 
fantry, at Plattsburg, N. Y., and the Six- 
teenth infantry, at Fort Crook and neigh- 
boring posts in the middle west. 

These regiments have heen orlered to 
make ready to proceed to San Francisco 
and thence to Manila. 

In answer to the direct question as to 
whether or not these regular troops are in- 
tended to relieve a corresponding number 
of volunteer soldiers at Manila, it was said 
at the war department that while this prob- 
ably would be the case, it was not possible 
yet to make a positive statement. This 
means that if, when the re-enforcemen’s ar- 
rive at Manila, the conditions are satis- 
factory, the volunteers will be brought 
home; but if General Otis shal] have need 
for all of the combined force, then they 
must wait. : 

Tne re-enforcements are made up of 
troops who are not only regulars in tha full 
sense of the term, but who have been 
through the Cuban or Porto Rican cam- 
paign. They know what it is to be under 
tire; how to hunt Indians and also how to 
fight in tropical jungles. With them 
replacing the same number of volunteers 
General Otis will have a majority of regu- 
lars in his command, something the war de- 


partment has earnestly desired to bring 


about at the earliest posstble moment. The 
position of the American commander at 
Manila also will be safeguarded against 
the effect of a sudden and forced discharge 
oO: volunteers by the ratffication of the peace 
treaty.

Rome, March 3—1 a. m.—The latest news 
from the vatcian is that the pope’s tempera- 
ture at midnight had fallen several points. 
It appears that his disinelination to observe 
the recommendations of his physicians 
forms an obstacle in the fway of prompt 
recovery. He has full confidence in his own 
strength, and does not really acquiesce in 
their advice not to move. During the after- 
noon he insisted upon leaving his bed with- 
out assistance, and also read several tele- 
grams. The rise in his temperature, which 
had given some anxiety, was probably 
caused in part in this way. 

The doctors exclude everybody from his 
apartment except his personal attendants. 
Professor Mazzoni remained in readiness 
during the evening to proceed to the vati- 
can if needed, but wp to 11 o’clock he had 
not been called, and at that hour he did not 
expect to go until daybreak. The pope said 
during the day: 


“It js a miracle of God that I am atill 
alive; for He wishes to spare dis churcha 
terrible crisis at the present moment.” 


At 5 o’clock in the afternoon the doctors 
made a prolonged visit, lasting more than 
a hour, which caused some uneasiness, but 
on leaving they gave reassuring teports, 
Professor Mazzoni saying there w.s not 
the least fear that the pleura, bronchial 
tubes or lungs wold be affesced. Lhe

POPE APPROVES “AMERICANISIM”’ 


Believes That Things Alleged Never 
Existed in the Unitei States. 
Rome, March 2.—The impression prevails 
here—now that the dust has settled, and 
things can be seen clearly—that the pope’s 
letter to Cardinal Gibbons approves real 
“Americanism” and condemns those who 

had misrepresented it. 

The pope collected, examined and defi- 
nitely repudiated all such misrepresenta- 
tions. Evidently he believes that the 
things so alleged never existed in America 
for the American bishops would have de- 
nounced them and his holliness thus vindi- 
cates true ‘‘Americanism.” 

Archbishop Ireland’s letter appears to 
have ably emphasized the pope’s views 
and it is generally understood that Cardi- 
nal Rampolla, papal secretary of state, has 
‘assured him that the pope never condemn- 
jed and never intended to condemn real 
*“‘Americanism,”’ by declaring also that 
Archbishop Ireland had rightly interpreted 
the views of the pope and requested him 
to make this known, 


TRIBUTES TO BARON HERSCHELL

New York, March 2.—That Rudyard Kip- 
ling’s condition has improved very greatly 
during the past twenty-four hours is evi- 
denced by the fact that but one bulletin 
was posted during today. That was of a 
very satisfactory nature, and it was an- 
nounced tonight that no further bulletins 
would be forthcoming until tomorrow af- 
ternoon. The bulletin issued at the Hotel 
Grenoble at 2 o’clock this afternoon was: 

Mr. Kipling has made satisfactory 
progress. He has a slight fever, but 
is comfortable, though weak, and res- 
clution is taking place in the affected 
portions of the lungs.

Another indication that the patient is 
getting along well is that tonight he asked 
to be shown the newspapers and he seemed 
to be greatly pleased and affected at the 
interest in his illness shown by the Ameri- 
can people.

He slept for some hours and rested well, 
and again this morning he enjoyed an 
hour or two of sleep. in this way he has 
in a great measure recuperated his 
strength and the promises are very bright 
for his speedy recovery.

GUNBOAT NOW GOES TO DEWEY 


VIXEN, A FIGURE IN CUBAN CAM- 
PAIGN, UNDER ORDERS. 


The Admiral Wants Vessels of Tight 
Draught Which Can Take to 
Shallow Water. 


Washington, March 2.—Admtral Dewey 
is again pressing on the navy department 
the urgent need of vessels of light draft 
as a means of communication among the 
numerous small islands of the Phhilippine 
group. 

To-this end the gunboat Vixen, which 
figured bravely for a vessel of her light 
caliber at the outset of the Cuban cam- 
paign, has been ordered to be immediately 
fitted out at the Norfolk navy yard for 
sailing to Manila. This will take about 
@® month and it will probably be three or 
fotr- months before she joins Dewey’s 
fieet. 

Besides the Concord, which is perhaps a 


‘ttle too large to be classified. as one of 


the small craft, the only light vessels now 
in the Philippines available for running 
about those waters are the Petrel and the 
Helena. The Castine and the Princeton, 
however, are now speeding in that direc- 
tion, but the small craft equipment there 
will still be inadequate. 

The department is anxious to afford 
Admiral Dewey all the assistance possible. 
He has repeatedly called attention to the 
great importance of this work and has em- 
phasized the fact. that it is the light ves- 
sels, fit to skirmish about in the shallow 
waters and to run in and out of harbors 
where the larger ones would be useless, 
that he wants rather than the heavier 


types. 
THE REINA MERCEDES RAISED. 


SPANISH BATTLESHIP SUNK AT 
SANTIAGO NOW FLOATS. 


Vessel Brought to the Wharf at San- 
tiago—Will Be Towed to 
Havana. 


Santiago, March 2.—After considerable 
delay the former Spanish cruiser Reina 
Mercedes, which was sunk in the channel 
of Santiago harbor during the bombard- 
ment by Admiral Sampson’s fleet on June 
6th, has been raised and pumped out, the 
government tugs assisting the wrecking 
company. 

She was brought up to the city this af- 
ternoon. Such repairs as can be readily 
effected will be made, after which she will 
probably be towed to Havana, though final 
orders as to her movements have not yet 
been received, 

A climax has been reacehd in the affairs 
of Santiago. The estimates for February 
have been reduced from $70,000 to $30,000 
and amounts aggregating $80,000 expended 
last month have been dissolved by the au- 
thorities at Havana. During: the month 
of March all expenditures for the entire 
province must be kept within 310,0v0. 


REBELS FIRE ON AMERICANS. 


OTISS OUTPOSTS HEAR FROM 
_AGUINALDO’S FORCES. 


Gunboat Advances, and Using the 
Gatlings, Drive the Enemy 
Back. 


Manila, March 3, 10:3 a. m.—The out- 
posts beyond San Pedro Macati were fired 
upon by the rebels from the walls of the 
Guadaloupe church. A gunboat advanced 
300 yards beyond the lines and cleared away 
the enemy with gatlings. No casualties are 
reported. 

General Miller has been ordered to quar- 
ter his troops in lloilo in the custom house 
or other public buildings and authuorized 
to make the necessary changes at a cost 
not to exceed $40,000, the same to be met 
from the public revenues collected in 
Hoilo. |

Washington, March 2.—There were sé@¥- 
eral interesting developments in the beef 
court of inquiry today. It was a field day 
for the volunteer men of the service, the 
waiting room being filled all day with 
members- of the various volunteer regi- 
ments which served in, Cuba and Porto 
Rico. . : 

The first of these—Clarence Walters, of 
the First volunteer engineers—told a@ sen- 
sational story of hardship and inhumanity 
suffered during his service, describing the 
canned roast beef in harsher terms than 
has ever before been applied to that much 
discussed article. Later in the day Lieu- 
tenant Sewell, United States army, who 
was major of the volunteer battalion in 
which Walters served, contradicted his 
story completely. 

A important development was the denial 
of the story by one James Farnan and also 
attributed to Dr. Maxwell Christine, of 


Philadelphia, that they had seen beef in- .

ing house.

Could Eat What He Found. 

M. O. Dwyet, of the Ninth Massachusetts 
volunteers, said on the trip to Cuba they 
had been served a fairly good brand of 
canned roast beef, much the same as he 
had seen at home. After landing at Sib- 
oney on the night of July ist the company 
had canned roast beef issued them for. a 
five days’ ration, but lost it all on going 
into action. Thereafter they had about 
haif canned meat and half bacon. Some 
of the canned roast beef was absolutely 
spoiled when opened, but it was all un- 
eatable and did pot satisfy the hunger nor 
keep up the strength. One of his expert- 
ences with the canned roast beef was on 


San Juan hill, when his mess was out of — 


rations. He found a-¢an of roast beef in 
one of the abandoned camps of the Sixth 
cavalry. 

“I thought it was going to be a godsend 
to the mess, sir,” said he, feelingly, “and 


I put it in my shirt. I was smoking a 


cigar at the time. but when the cigar 
went out I smelled something awful, end 
when L found out what was the matter it 
was the can .of beef in. my shirt. I found 
the can was cracked in one corner, and— 
oh, sir, it was awful!’

“Then we started home, sir,’”’ said Dwyer 
in conclusion, ‘and when. we got to Mon- 
tauk Point, the Massachusetts Aid Society 
rescued us from the commissary depart- 
ment.’’ 

Lieutenant Newton Putney, another Sixth, 
Massachusetts man, followed. His story of 
the voyage of the Yale to Porto Rico 
agreed substantially with that of Lieuten- 
ant Taylor, the tomatoes being bad, the 

meat worse and bacon being is- 
sued without any facilities to cook it. So 
far as he knew the line officers complained 
to their colonel, but nothing came of it. 

On shore the men complained of the canned 
roast meat, but they were in the habit of 
kicking and witness paid little attention to 
it until going to the interior with six men 
on detached duty they,took two-thirds their 
meat ration in canned roast beef and had 
to throw it all away. 

Quartermaster Sergeant M. W. Leth- 
bridge, of the Second New York, whose 
service had all been inthe United States, 
said his experience with the refrigerator 
beef had been quite satisfactory. Of the 
canned beef he had handled about 1,200 
pounds for his company. Only about forty 
, pounds of this. was ever used. A large 
amount was cotWemmed by a board of sur- 
vey and of a large number of apparently 
perfect cans he had personally opened 
about one in five was absolutely putrid, 
while none of it was wholesome and fit 
to use. . 

Sewell Disputes Walters. 

lieutenant John S. Sewell, of the regular 
army, who served as major of the First 
volunteer engineers and who was aboard 
the transport that carried Clarence Walt- 
ers to Porto Rico, testified that there was 
no canned beef aboard this transport to his 
knowledge. There was canned corned beef 
in cans such as were described by Walters 
as containing foast. beef. He recollected 
Walters, but the latter never had complain- 
ed to him of the ration or of his treat- 
ment while in the service. On the con- 
trary, Walters said he had been very well 
treated. 

Private Stubblebine, of the Seventy-first 
New York, said he had been made sick 
three times by eating roast beef and there- 
after avoided it as much as he could, He 
was shown some of the freshly opened cans 
of beef on the table and said it was in a 
general way like what he had seen in 
Cuba, but was somewhat better meat, 

Of the refrigerator beef nearly all that he 
saw was tainted. 

Guy P. Vastinski, of the First volunteer 
engineers, had beet™three months in Porto 
Rico and had only ate canned roast beef 
once. There was one brand of corned beef 
that also made the men ill, but another 
brana@ they could eat. They only got @ 
little of this sort. | 

R. G Miller, of Rochester, a machinist 
by trade, and a private of the Eighth Ohio, 
had had large experience with canned roast 
beef while camped in Cuba. His testimony 
Was cleared and most assured than that 
of most of the enlisted men. About ore- 
third of the cannned beef was fit for ise 
and the rest condemned. One-half the re- 
frigerator beef had to be buried and of 
the rest very little could be said to be 
good. The men were hungry and ate it. 

Dr. Maxwell Christine, of Philadelphia, | 
the witness who was eupposed to have ecen 
the chemical preparation of meat in the 
packing house of Swift & Co., in Omaha, 
testified that while in Omaha last year he 
had been through the slaughter house of 
the Swift firm and had seen a man with 
a canula on the end of a flexible tube shov- 
ing it into sections of meat and injecting 
them with fluid. He did not know at the 
time what the fluid was or whether the 


meat being treated was corned beef, pork.. 


or refrigerator beef. He paid little atten- 
"tion to the matter at the time, but when 
the discussion over embalmed beef crose he 
deemed it his duty to write to General 
Miles telling him what he had seen. He 
did not say in his letter that it was ‘“‘beef’’ 
which was being injected, but said merely 
that it was ‘“‘meat.”” He had regarded this 
¢ommunication as confidential, but it had 
got out and brought him a great many 
letters. Among others was a letter from 
aman in New York, signing himself Wentz, 
and asking if Dr. Christine knew “hat the 
injection process.he had witnessed was the 
regular way of corning beef and hams, as 
the injection with pickling fluid reduced the 
period of pickling the meat by several 
weeks.

In the course of an argument on the 
prices paid for fortification guns, Mr. Gor- 
man adverted to the action of the senate 
yesterday on the armor plate question when 
the price of armor plate was reduced to 
$300 a ton. While a large army had been 
provided yesterday’s inaction indicated that 
no effective provision had‘been made for,the 
navy. The action of the senate on the ar- 
mor plate matter would, in Mr. Gorman’s 
opinion, prevent the completion of any war 
vessels, the armor for which had not al- 
ready been contracted for.

Rogers’s Amendments to the Constitu- 
tion Passed Without Afiy Change. 


THE RULES ARE SOMEWHAT MODIFIED 


Call of the President Will Bring the 
Members Together Again This 
Spring.

New York, March 2,—The annual spziag 
meeting of the National League magnates, 
which has been going on at the Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel for the past three days, came to 
an abrupt ending tonight. Contrary to ex- 
pectations the magnates finished their bust- 
ness during a three-hour session, which Le- 
gan at 4 o’clock. Here is what the mag- 
nates accomplished in th@ three hours: 

They passed the Rogers amendments to 
the constitution without any change: they 
passed the Brush report on the board of 
discipline, after making some important 
changes; they adopted the report of the 
rules committee, after certain modifications 
had been made; they passed a resolution 
which has direct bearing upon the disposi- 
tion of the St. Louis franchise: they did 
not adopt a schedule for fhe coming season: 
one amendment was passed to the national 
agreement; they Adjourned subject to the 
call of the president, which means that 
when the magnates next convene business 
can be transacted under a three-fourth vote, 
instead of a vote*of all the members, as 
would be necessary in case of a special 
meeting. John T. Brush, of Cincinnati, 
and Frank De Hass Robinson, of Cleveland 
did not attend the meetings, explaining that 
they had “other business.” 

As s00n as the magnates got into session 
they took up the constitution. Colonel 
John I. Rogers, of Philadelphia, read his 
proposed amendments and after some dis- 
cussion they were unanimously adopted 
without any material changes. 

Substantially all of the rules submitted 
to the league by the committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Hart, Reach and Hanlon, were 
adopted.

The coroner’s jury heid and inquest at 
Wood's undertaking establishment and ren- 
dered the following verdict: We, the 
jury, find that Marion Perkison came to 
his death by being crushed between the 
cars at the Southwestern junction this morn 
ing.”’ 

It can be seen from the verdict that the 
blame is attached to no one and Coroner 
Hollis stated that it was an accident that 
could not be heiped. Perkison was well 
liked by his employers and was one of the 
most popular railroad men in che city. He 
leaves a wife to mourn his loss. The fu- 
neral services will be held tomorrow morn- 
ing from his late residence on Second 
street, ‘and the interment will be at Rose 
Hill cemetery.

HEAVY LOSS BY 
FIRE AT CHARLOTTE 


Freight Depot and Cotton Compress 
Destroyed. 


ALSO 4,700 BALES OF COTTON 


Loss Estimated at About Four Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars. 


VERY HARD WORK OF THE FIREMEN 


About Two Thousand Tons of Fertil- 
izers, Stored in Warehouses, Was 
Also Burned. P 


Charlotte, N. C.,. March 2.—(Special.)— 
The largest fire in Charlotte’s history oc- 
curred at an early hour this morning. Fire 
was discovered at 5 o’clock in the old 
Southern depot, where a great deal of cot- 
ton and a large lot of fertilizer and other 
freight were stored. Though the entire fire 
department was called out, it spread rap- 
idly to the wide platforms adjoining and 
soon all was in a blaze of flame. 

The large compress which has pressed 
most of the cotton brought to this mar- 
ket for several years, caught in a few 
minutes. The roofs of these buildings are 
covered with tin, but the heat was s0 
intense that the tin plates were curled up 
and.melted apart. Both the compress and 
depot burned so rapidly that it was ime 
possible to save them. The fire at the very 
beginning cut off the track ways by which 
the cotton might have been saved. 

Between 4,000 and 5,000 bales of cotton 
were stored in the compress platforms and 
depot warerooms, and when this large mass 
of inflammable matter caught it was seen 
that the work of the fire department was 
unavailing, 

The fire burned for hours and the cotton 
is still burning with half a dozen streams 
playing on different parts of the ruins. 

The loss is about $400,000. The 4,700 bales 
of cotton were the property of H@ath Bros., 


Barbee & Co., and a number of other 


prominent cotton factors. It is worth to- 
day $27 a bale All of it was intended for 
shipment an@ was insured in 
different marine insurance companies. Most 
of it was destined for Liverpool and Ham- 
burg. 

Besides the cotton some 2,000 tons of 
commercial fertilizer were stored in the 
building and will probably be a total loss. 

The compress was an excellent one, 
though having been in use for years, and 
was valued at $187,000, It was the joint 
property of the Southern and Seaboard Air- 
Line railroads. 

The Southern’s new depot and the Sea- 
board Air-Line’s freight depot are near the 
scene of the fire and the firemen had 
hard work to save these from destruction. 

The cotton was fully insured, but the 
fertilizers and other articles had very light 
insurance,

The action of the German government 
in withdrawing its fleet from Philip- 
pine waters must be a sore disappoint- 
ment to those people who were desirous 
of bringing about friction between this 
country and Germany. 

Every movement of the German or 
French fleets during the past year has 
been tortured into an evidence of hos- 
tility toward the United States. Poorr 
Admiral Diedrichs must have felt an- 
noyance at the manner in which he has 
been watched and misrepresented. Ac- 
tions which attracted no attention from 
Admiral Dewey were seized upon by 
London journalists and tortured into 
huge proportions. It was very plain 
all the way through that our English 
friends were more interested in bringing 
about American isolation than they were:

Once isolated and placed in an 
attitude of hostility toward the balance 
of the world, England, as the only friend 
of the victim, would enjoy all the profits 
of the go-between. 

Now that the time has come for the 
German fleet to proceed to another sta- 
tion, our government has been entrust- 
ed with the care of German interests in. 
the Philippines. This evidence of good 
will and trust is not at all pleasing to 
the Anglo-American partisans, but it 
serves to emphasize the fact that there 
are other nations to which we owe du- 
ties, and that the line of patriotism is 
that of friendship with all and alliance 
with none.

‘We might go a step further, and say that 
hig duty to the whole state, while up- 
bolding the principles of his party, 
would require that he should make every 
citizen, regardless of party, fee] at home 
in the executive office. 

The ethics of official life require that 
no officer should owe obligation to any 
citizen, nor should there be personal 
claim upon the officer. When a governor 
fulfills bis duty to the whole people 
there is no more to be required of him. 
If ever situations should arise in which 
the relationship of citizen and officer 
become mixed, it ts to be regretted, and 
the hope is that such cases may become 
more infrequent as time goes by. 


Anent Musical Criticisms. 


To those who look at it in the right 
light, there is- nothing to condemn or 
ridicule in the current criticisms which 
have been and are being passed on ar- 
tistes of note, who have recently ap- 
peared before the Atlanta public. 

Criticisms of Bloomfield Zeisler, Ben- 
dix, Rosenthal, Madame Duff and others 
have been startingly prolific and won- 
derfully variegated in their nature. Thus 
one, whether amateum or professional, 
has held vehemently that the party un- 
der discussion was a disappointment, 
and sometimes nearly approached the 
boundaries of rank failure. - A second, 
and probably more liberal-minded and 
hospitable commentator, in glowing pe- 
riods vindicated the reputation of these 
notables who had played before the 
musical aristocracy on one’“or both 
spheres, and denominated it vile sacri- 
lege to connect the least term of dispar- 
agément with the names of their ideals. 

In such a controversy, a newspaper 
can only act as common ground, on 
which the experts of all schools and 
grades of competence meet and fight it 
out for the benefit of the beloved and 
long-suffering public. What these con- 
troversies reveal and what forms the 
greatest matter for congratulation is the 
fact that there is an Atlanta which 
appreciates fine music. Her criticism 
of its makers does not detract from this 
quality.

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Worthy of Encouragement. 


The movement now on foot for the or- 
ganization cf a relief association among 
the teachers of Atlanta is one that 
should meet with much encouragement. 

The profession of teaching is one 
which, for several reasons, it thas been 
found very difficult to elevate into some- 
thing like cohesion. While the teach- 
er is the corner stone upon which an 
intelligent community is based, yet he 
has been a very uncertain one. A young 
man, seeking temporary employment by 
which to carry him through to medicine, 
the law or the church, found it readily 
in teaching school. Young women have 
resorted to the profession, likewise, as a 
mere makeshift, preceding marriage, or 
some other settlement in life. 

It has long been evident that this un- 
certainty should be removed, and that 
ment and women should be trained for 
the work as a life profession. Itis for this 
purpose that long normal school] train- 
ing is now required, and the teacher, 
thus fitted for the work, must travel 
and attend educational gatherings in 
order to keep abreast of the times. The 
salaries paid teachers, therefore, are 
meager, and as we have not yet reached 
the point where they can be pensioned, 
the organization of a relief association 
is timely. 

When, the teachers have completed 
this organization, there is no doubt 
that a successful appedl can be made 
to the public at large for co-operation.

The central 
strip is a rich valley, and the southeastern 
strip is made up of a mountain country 
rich in metallic minerals. 

Its general elevation above sea level 
makes it a natural workshop, just as its 
extent and variety of natura] resources 
make it the greatest -magazine in the 
world.

THE READJUSTMENT OF CUBAN POLITICS 


An Interesting Insight Into the Reconstruction of the Goy- 
ernment of Cuba,

Cienfuegos, Cuba, February 27.--The di- 


vision of the Cuban army that has its 
headquarters mostly in the saddle in this 
province has come and gone,

While, to the eye and mind of the man 
accustomed only to the stalwart, spruced 
and spangled soldiery of North America, 
the procession of these Cubanese guerril- 
las had many phases of the ridiculous 
about it, nevertheless the whole pageant 
carried with it a fringe of sentimental pa- 
thos that was inescapable. Most of the 
men. were mounted upon the diminutive 
Cuban ponies and looked like toy cavalry 
ir. motion. The hardy little animals were 
thin and worn with severe service chasing 
up and down the hills and highways of 
Santa Clara. Their saddles were in the 
main but shadows of theirformer selves 
and seemed only a pad between man and 
horse. A lariat at the horn, a pair of 
holsters in front and a thin roll of dilapl- 
dated oil cloth strapped at the back of the 
saddle constituted the entire outfit, except 
what the soldier himself wore on his per- 
$0 ny, Hig equipmetn was a grotesque 
straw hat, a suit of crude white crash, 
grown yellow with the dust and mud of 
march and camp, a pair of ragged boots 
and more ragged leggins, a machete on 
his left hip and a carbine of the make of 
1860 dangling to a sling on the right side. 
To look at those soldiers, to realize that 
they had been three years and more in 
revolt, resisting with the greatest personal 
privation the heavy armies of Spain, liv- 
ing day by day from hand to mouth from 
the products of the country as they came 
handy to them, and refusing all bribes, 
promises and offers of compromise short 
of absolute independence—the tout ensemble 
and its story constituted a spectacle that 
few men in a generation have opportunity 
to look upon and study. 

The foot soldiers were even more mea- 
gerly equipped and yet, as they shuffled 
past the reviewing stand, théy appealed 
to one’s profound sympathy. They were 
full of chiidish joy, hoarse with crying 
“Cuba Libre,” because they were breathing 
the air of freedom from tyrrany, fear and 
future turmoil. Indeed, they were like a 
man who has just learned of a great lega- 
cy, the sum of which is beyond his arith- 
metic and whose possibilities are beyond 
his imagination. 

But it was plain to be seen, also, that 
left to themselves these soldiers would 
have nevr achieved the tndependence of 
their country. ‘They @o not show soidier- 
ly adaptability, capability for organization, 
or the sense of seriousness that belongs 
ulmost always to a statesmanlike people. 
Had the United States held aloof from the 
Cuban affair the inevitable consequence 
would have been the extermination of the 
insurgents and the final surrender of the 
pacificos. 


What They Need First. 


The first thing that ought to be done for 
the situation here, politically, isthe holding 
of a constitutional convention. The elec- 
tion of that convention ehould be supervised 
by the United States authorities, and by 
methods that are perfectly simple, open 
and impartial. Let it be understood ati 
once that the politics of Cuba are not even 
now unique—that all the Cubans, even of 
the most patriotic order—are not of identical 
sentiments concerning the form of govern- 
ment and the lines of policy that should 
prevail in the republic of Cuba. Already 
there are parties developing among them. 
Today you can hear the Cubans talking of 
the Gomez party, the democratic party, the 
Maceo faction and the annéxationists. Iam 
of the opinion that all of these terms have 
a basis in the determinations of the poli- 
ticlans, and that they* will cut more or less 
figures in the active politics of the island 
under self-government. 

The Gomezites are 
largest of the factions. 
ple who believe that 
“the father of Cuba Libre,” and that by 
reason of his military position and _ his 
long devotion to the cause of freedom, he 
is the man of destiny and should be giyen 
the headship of the new government. He 
is the object of their most enthusiastic he- 
ro-worship, and whatever he says is ac- 
cepted instantly as the proper thing. If he 
should assume a dictatorship they are so 
blindly attached to him that they would 
agree at once that a dictatorship is the only 
available thing: But as he counsels con- 
cord, the wiping out of past differences 
and the acquittance of revenges for past 
conduct in the war period, his followers 
all agree that ‘‘la untfon’’ between al! fac- 
tions is the one thing desirable; that Gomez

body should work shoulder to shoulder to 
realize whatver policy he may adopt. 
Gomez desires to maintain in the open 
air, as it were, an attitude of profuse grat- 
itude toward the government of the United 
States for its interference and help to drive 
out the Spaniards. He shrewdly realizes 
the vaiue of having the great republic as a 
friend hardly in time of need. But he is 
jealous of the rights of free Cuba, and anx- 
lous that, whilst he is himself yet alive, 
to participate in the organization and direc- 
tion of the republic. He does not want the 
authority of the United States prolonged 
another hour in Cuba, and in his heart, 
albeit for less acrid reasons, he will be as 


. glad to see the last transport of Ameri- 


can troops leave the island as he was to see 
the last shipload of Spaniards clear from 
this harbor of Cienfuegos. Gomez believes 
‘he Cubans, under his guidance, are fully 
competent to establish and safely conduct 
4 free and independent republican form of 
government, and he wants to go at the job 
as speedily as possible. For that reason 
he is sticking to his motto: ‘Cuba for the 
Cubans,” and “thank you, and goodby”’ 
to the Americans, 

There is a democratic party in the island. 
Not such a democracy as we have in the 
United States. This democratic party is 
the faction that holds to the ideals of po- 
ular government, under constitutiona! limi- 
tations, and under such philosophic policies 
as will ensure the greatest good to the 
greatest number. The leaders of this party 
have been followers of Gomez in war, fierce 
fighters themselves for freedom, but in pol- 
ities they aré reactionary, not to say super- 
conservative.

This party may not now be the strongest 
in point of numbers, but it represents the 
cultured, thoughtful and really progressive 
element of the native Cubans.

It is, so to phrase 
it, “the white man’s party” in Cuba. 

The Maceo faction is the negro party. 
It is the element made wp from the ex- 
Slaves, the native and imported free ner 
éroes and those negrophilists of the white 
and half-breed races who believe in ‘no 
color line’ and that a negro is as good as 
& white man and generally a great deal 
better! The betrayed and murdered An- 
tonio Maceo is their martyr-hero, and in 
his name, because of his valor and fame in 
the Cuban war, they claim the right to 
“run things in Cuba.” The leaders of 
this party, especially those of them who 
fhold rank in the army, are very much in 
evidence. They insist upon full recognition 
in all public functions and in their public 
speeches they avow most flercely their pur- 
pose to see that no race distinctions shall 
exist in Cuba—that “there shall be neith- 
er blacks nor whites, but only Cubans!” 

This factigh is sure te give much trou- 
ble to the politicians and their aggressive 
demands wifi largely hamper conservative 
statesmanship, if any of that rare com- 
modity should become manifest in the sit- 
uation. There is a possibility that this 
faction may obtain control in national pol. 
itics. If it should do so, the result ‘will be 
a deadly blight upon the interests of the 
island and inthe end there will come repeti- 
tions of the chaotic and bloody eras of Hay- 
tian and San Domingoan history. The only 
safeguard against these people and their 
possible “‘rule or ruin’ policies ig a qualified 
plebiacite for the assembly to make a 
constitution and the limitation of the suf- 
frage by the constitution so ag to eliminate 
from political verdicts the voices of the ig- 
norant, vicious and irresponsible factors of 
the population. 

The last party I mentioned is the ‘“‘van- 
keefilo” party, as they are insultingly ¢all- 
ed by the ultra-Cubanites. This party is 
made up of the “extranjeras,”’ or immi- 
grants who have become residents and cit- 
izens of Cuban in times past. They are 
either natives of, or the descendants of 
natives of, the United States, England, 
Scotland, Germany or other lesser countries 
of ,Europe. Most of thesa people are 
heavy holders of property, have substan- 
tial incomes from investments, are the me- 
diators of foreign capitalists in the ex- 
ploiting of industrial, commercial and fi- 
nancial entergrises ‘in the island. Many 
of them go g@broad every year for travel 
and recreation and their children have been 
educated in the United States or in Europe. 
They comprise, largely, the social elite and 
the learned professional class. And just 
now a large portion of this party is made 
up of the Spaniards and Spanish sympa- 
thisers who must remain residents of 
Cuba. All these are agreed that the Cu- 
ban majority is incapable of any long sus- 
tained effort at self-government. They 
look upon them, in the language of Kip- 
ling, as “half devil and half child.” With 
well-informed judgment and unimpeachable 
experience thhe wise men of this party look 
forward to the absolute failure of any form 
of government devised by Cuban wisdom 
and administered by Cuban wit. In this 
spirit of prophecy and this certitude of 
political predestinurianism they are of one 
opinion—that the vain effort, the sure en-

HEARING 1S SET FOR MARCH 14TH 


Charter of the Consolidated Does Not 
Give’ Authority To Extend, It 
Is Claimed—The Work on 
1,600 Feet of Road Is 
Stopped.

Judge Candler signed a bill for injunction 
last night to prevent the Consolidated from 
constructing an electric line on the East 
Point chert road. The official signature 
‘Was affixed about 11 o'clock, when the par- 
ties called at the residence of the judge 
in Edgewood. 

The board of county commissioners of 
Fulton county is made a prominent party 
to the litigation. The plaintiff is Mr. 
Woods White, of College Park, who has 
bitterly fought the use of the chert road 
by the Consolidated since the petition by 
that company was presented to the county 
commissioners. 

The bill alleges that the charter of the 
Consolidated does not permit it to extend 
iis line along the chert road, and that a 
special amendment will have to be obtained 
before this can be done. 

The most significant ground, however, is 
that the vote cast by Judge Palmer, chair- 
man of the board, at the, meeting on 
Wednesday, when the franchise was grant- 
ed, was illegal. and that he was disquall- 
fied from voting on the question. 

Judge Candler’s Order. 

The new injunction will cause much de- 
lay in the work of building the car line. 
Judge Candler placed the time for a hear- 
ing of the injunction as early as he could, 
since he has a number of superior courts 
- jn other counties te conduct before reaching 
Atlante. He set the hearing for Atarch 14th, 
or as soon as he can bein Atlanta to 
hear it. , 

The order of Judge Candler is as follows: 

Read and considered: The judge of 
the Atlanta circuit being absent from the 
state, jurisdiction is taken. Let this pe- 
tition be filed and served. 

The defendant, the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company, will 
show cause before me at the courtroom, 
55% South Pryor street, Atlanta, Ga., on 
March M4, 1899, at 9 a. m., why the injunc- 
tion prayed should not be granted. 

In the meantime and until said hear- 
ing, said defendant company is enjoined 
irom tearing up the chert road de- 
scribed, in any place, not within the 
corporate simits of the city of Atlanta 
or within the corporate limits of the 
City of Oakiand.

All work wi'l be stopped by the tempora- 
ry restraining order, on the 1,600 feet over 
which the Consolidated was granted a fran- 
chise Wednesday. 

Many interesting questions will be raised 
by the new injunction, especially since 
Chairman Patmer’s qualification to vote 
has been brought into it. It is held in the 
bil] that the-vote of Chairman Palmer is il- 
legal, and this question will be thoroughly 
tested when the hearing comes On. 

The opinions of different persons differ 
very greatly on the questions of «Chairman 
Palmer's qualification. The opinion of 
County Attorney Rosser, when it was asked 
by .a vote of the board, was that he was 
qualified. Chairman Palmer himself holds 
that he is qualified, and on this belief voted 
in the proceedings of last Wednesday. 

What Caused the Injunction. 

The cause of the injunction dates back to 
a considerable~period. At the meeting of 
the county board in January, a petition 
was presented by the Consolidated asking 
for a franchise over the chert road. This 
petition was referred to the committee on 
roads and bridges, which reported favora- 
bly, to the board at the February meeting. 

At the time the petition was presented to 
the board in January, Chairman Palmer 
Was 3 stockholder and director in the Con- 
solidated. When the board came to act on 
the petition, the chairman announced that 
he had resigned as a director and sold his 
stock. The matter of his qualification was 
_Teferred to the county attorney, who held 
that this action could not qualify him.

Your petitioner shows that heretofore 
et a regular meeting of said board of 
commissioners of roads and revenues, 
held the first Wednesday in January, 
1899, said commission was organized by | 
the election of a chairman and a vice 
chairman, and the appointment of sev- 
eral committees; that the said election 
for chairman resulted in‘a tie vote and 
HH. KE. W. Palmer, by voting for himself, 
elected himself chairman of the board; 
that subsequently, by virtue of his of- 
fice, as chairman, he appointed a com- 
mittee on roads and bridges and ap- 
pointed himself chairman thereof; that 
at the same meeting there was presented 
a petition from the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company for a franchise 
over the chert road leading from Atlanta 
to Oakland City; that at the time said 
Palmer elected himself chairman of the 
said board and appointed himself chair- 
man of the committee to which this pe- 
tition was referred, he was a stockholder 
and director in the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company.” 

The bill continues: 

Petitioner charges that the said H. ©. 
W. Palmer was disqualified by reason of 
his previous connection with said At- 
lanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany as a stockholder and director 
therein to take part in the deliberations 
of said board respecting the said grant 
of said franchiee to s@#id Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Ra™way Company. 

The petition prays: 

That the Consolidated be restrained 
and perpetually enjoined from distirbing 
or in any manner digging noles for the 
purpose of placing its poles on the side 
of the said chert road or from digging up 
or injuring said chert road for the pur- 
pose of laying its tracks on the same, or 
in any wise interfering tn said road for 
the purpose of operating its cars 
thereon. 

That the franchise granted by the 
board of commissioners of roads and 
revenues of said county to the Consoli- 
dated to lay its tracks on said chert road 
between Atlanta and Oakland City be 
declared null and void.

A MARCH FORECAST, AND 
FACTS ABOUT FEBRUARY 


March, as a rule, is not one of our best 
months, but according to the averages it is 
superior to February. Being the first spring 
month and the month in which the last 
killing frost generally occurs, it is of proba- 
bly more interest than any other month 
in the year. 

Tie average date on which the last killing 
frost has occurred for the last twenty years 
is the 30th of March. The average date of 
the first killing frost in the autumn fs set 
down as November 4th. 

The average March temperature is sum- 
med up in the following table. 

Mean or normal temperature, 52 degrees. 

The warmest month was that of. 1898, 


with an average of 58 degrees. 

The coldest month was that of 1891, with 
an average of 47 degrees. 

The highest temp#@rature was 82 degrees, 
on 22, 1894. ee 

The lowest tewperature was 17 degrees, 
on 19, 1892. 

Average date on which first ‘killing’ 
frost occurred in autumn, November 4th. 

Average date on which last 
frost occurred in spring, March 30th. 

The average rainfal) for the month of 
March is greater than the February av- 
erage, so the chances are that if the aver- 
age is kept up we will have more rain this 
month than last. The precipitation aver- 
ages for the month of March are given in 
the following table:

So far this March bids fair to Le a better 
month than the average, but ft fs hardly 
fairly begun yet, and there is stil] plenty of 
time for a lot of disagreeable weather. 

The average number of clear days for the 
month,pf March is 11, partly cloudy days 
10, ailaeute days 10. According to that 
average we are only due nine more clear 
days during this month, but then the 
weather has a way, especially here in At- 
lanta, of smashing former records whenever 
tt wants to, and we may possibly have more 
clear days this month than the average 
would indicate. 


Several new weather records were made 
during the month of February just past 
and many of the old records were closely 
approached. So far as the temperature is 
concerned, the month of February, 1899, 
came very near being the coldest February 
that we have ever had. The average nor- 
mal temperature for the month was 4 
degrees, which was just 6 degreas below 
what an average February should Le. 

Only twice before during the past twenty- 
one years have we had colder Februarys. 
In 12885 the average for the month was 2% 
degrees, and again in 189 the average was 
34 degrees, which still holds the record for 
being the coldest February. The warmest 
February occurred in 1890, when the average 
norma! temperature was 5 degrees. 

While the average temperature for the 


month just past was not the lowest we have - 


ever had, the coldest day record for Feb- 
ruary and, in fact, for all other months, 
was broken Ly 4 large margin when on 
the 13th of the month the mercury dropped 
to 8 degrees below zero. On the third of 
the month the ‘highest 


| 


temperature was 


recorded, the mercury going as high as 
7 degrees. The greatest daily range of 
temperature occurred on the 14th of the 
month, when the mercury ranged 27 degrees 
during the day. 

The total rainfall during the past month 
was 6.62, and the average fom. February is 
set down at 5.67, so it will be noted that 
we had almost an inch of rain above the 
average. 

The number of cloudy days during the 
past month exceeded the clear ones consid- 
erably. The records show that the cloudy 
days numbered 13, the partly cloudy 5, 
and the clear days only 10. A closer study 
of the February records will show that we 
had all sorts of weather during the month 
just past and that it was an unusual rionth 
in more than one respect:

BANKSTON'S «ARREST AND” TRIALS 


Highway Robbery and Burglary the 
Charges—Seems Strange That He 
Should Have Thought of the 
Murder Before Pend- 

ley’s Confession. — 


George Bankston has bsen talking, and he 
has let slip a few words, said to his wife, 
which place him where he must acknowl- 
edge that he believed he was suspected of 
the Ponder murder before Pendley made a 
ccufessicn. 

Pankston’s cell, in Murderers’ Row, is ad- 


joining that occupied by Murderer Lewis, 
and as Lewis is to hang within two weeks, 
a@ death watch has been placed over him, 
gnd neither night nor day at any hour is he 
without some guard watching his every 
yucvement. 

A few days ago Guard Gilleland was near 
Lewis’s cell when Mis. Bankston came into 
the Row to talk with her husband. The 
guard did not pay much attention at first 
to what Mrs. Bankston and her husband 
were talking about, but he knew they were 
discussing the Ponder murder, or rather, 
Bankston’s arrest as one of the murderers, 

Then the guard heard Bankston use about 
the following words: 

“T have been in here now six months, and 
I suspected from the first that | was arrest- 
2d about this matter.” 

Bankston was arrested last October, and 
why should he haye ever thought that he 
was suspected af Heing connected with the 
Ponder murder unless such was the case, 
Not a word in any way hag ever been ut- 
tered or printed about him being suspected 
by the officers with having killed Officer 
Ponder, yet here he now says that he sus- 
pected when he was arrested last October 
that the officers had him in jail for the 


Ponder murder. 
Story of Bankston’s Arrest. 

Bankston was first arrested on October 
Zist by City Detectives Joho Harris and 
Wootten and locked up at the police bar- 
racks on a charge of “suspicion.’”’ A few 
hours after his arrest the charge of “sua- 
picion’’ was changed to that of highway 
robbery. A white man named Wade Hamp- 
ten swore that Bankston had held him up 
and taken his money. A strange circum- 
stance connected with this part of the case 
is .that Hampton is now himself in the 
chaingang for a case of larceny. Hampton 
is a countryman and he came to Atlanta to 
have a good time. On the evening of Octo~ 
ber 20, 1898, he got drunk and met up with 
Bankston. He was robbed and he reported 
the matter to the police. Bankston’s arrest 
followed the next morning and on the after- 
nocn of October 22, 1898, he was arraigned in 
Justice Foute’s court for a preliminary trial 
and was sent to jail in default of bond. He 
was told very plainly what he was arrested 
for when the case was first made, and he 
went into the justice court and attempted 
to defend himself against the charge. Yet, 
he now says that he “suspected when he 
was first arrested that it was for the Pon- 
der murder.” 

Bankston was afterwards charged with 2 
burglary which had been committed east 
of Grant Park and near Little Switzerland. 
A mechanic’s home had been entered and 
several valuable tools stolen. It was shown 
that Bankston had the tools and his con- 
viction was loked upn as certain. The jury, 
however, after being out thirty-six hours, 
prought in a verdict of not guilty. 

Bankston claims that the indictment 
against him for the highway robbery has 
been nol prossed, but this is not so. 

What Guard Gilleland Says. 

Guard Gilleland, when seen yesterday, 
said ‘he was struck at once with the remark 
which Bankston made to his wife. 

“] was talking to Lewis at the time,” said 
Gilleland, “and was paying but little atten- 

n to Bankston and his wife. Once or 
twice I taught fragments of their conver- 
sation and I knew they were discussing 
Pendley’s confession and the charge made 
against Bankston. When Bankston made 
the remark he did, I listened after that, 
but the let no other remark of the kind slip 
from him.” 

The jailers say Bankston is fretted and 
worried. He has Jost his jaunty air and his 
nonchalance which he wanted it to appear 
he had when he was first told of Pendley’s 
confession. He hatés to be kept confined 
imt Murderers’ Row. “I thate the place,’”’ he 
has said a number of times, “and I don’t 
see why they can’t keep me somewhere else 
until they prove I am a murderer.” 

Whenever Pendley’s name is mentioned to 
him it acts like water on a mad dog. His 
face immediately darkens with a frown, 
and some exclamation of defamation, ac- 
companied .with an oath escapes his lips. 
His hatred for Pendley is utter and vio- 
lent. |

J. J. Hoffman Sold His Property 
Against Order of Court—Released 
on $1,000 Bond. 

John J. Hoffman, a saloon keeper of 
Atlanta, was sent to the Tower for con- 
tempt of court by Judge Candler Wednes.- 
day afternoon but was later released on 

a bond of $1,000, 

Some time ago Judge Lumpkin ordered 
Hoffman not to dispose of any of his prop- 
erty, a receiver having been applied for 
his business. It is alleged that he sold a 
piece of property on Randolph street and 
his bar on Mitchell street te G. A. Tommey 
and the Atlanta Brewing and Ice Company 
respectively, and the plaintiff in the bijl 
asking for a receiver filed a petition asking 
that Hoffman be sent to jail for disobey- 
ing the mandate of the court, as he was in 
contempt. : 

Judge Candler signed the order, and also 
one for Hoffman's arrest. Later there was 
presented to Judge Candler two affidavits, 
one signed by Hoffman and the other by 
J. H. Smith, stating that Hoffman was 
under the influence of whisky at the time 
he signed the deeds and did not know what 
he was doing, , 

Hoffman also stated that he was advised 
by his counse] that he could sell his prop- 
erty without being *in contempt, ana@ also 
that he did not know that the order of the 
court prohibited him from doing so.

COMMITTEE PASSED UPON FREE LICENSES 


Old Ordinance Governing the Tax of 
Pawnbrokers May Be Changed 
by the City Council. : 


The city hal] was treate@ to a surprise 
yesterday in the shape of a resolution in- 
troduced by Councilman G. B. Adair, at 
the meetirg of the tax committee of the 
city council yesterday morning, asking for 
the appointment of Graham West to the 
position now theld by J. H. Caldwell as 
clerk in the tax assessor's Office. At the 
tirus the vesolution was offered nothing was 
said about it and the matter came up for 
discussion only after the regular business 
of the meeting had been transacted. 

Owing to the absence of Alderman J. D. 
Turner, the resolution was laid on the 
table until the next meeting of the tax 
committee, at which time it is probable 
that it will be withdrawn by Councilman 
Adair. Before <he committee adjuurned 
yesterday Mr. Adair made an effort to 
withdraw the resolution, but without gsuc- 
cess. 

Councilman J. J. Maddox said that he 
was not in favor of turning a clerk out of 
office against whom there was no charges 
preferred. It was stated that Alderman 
Turner had asked that the matter be de- 
ferred until the next meeting, when he 
would be preseat. The resolution was then 
tabled. 

Mr. Caldwell has held the position of clerk 
in the tax assessor’s office for about four 
years. He was given the place at the time 
West End was incorporated into the city, 
and there seemed to be an understanding 
then between 21] concerned in the matter of 
incorporation that he should have a posi- 
tion with the city. 

It is understood that there was a tacit 
agreement between the committees from 
both sides that Mr, Caldwell should be 
taken care of after West End became a 
part of Atlanta. At the time of incorpora- 
tion he occupied several positions with the 
city government of West End, and among 
others was city marshal, 

Wihea seen yesterday he said that the 
resolution was a total surprise to him, as 
he had not been informed of the matter 
until after it had been presented to the 


tax committee. 

Councilman Adair state@ that he had been 
requested to present the resolution to the 
committee, but was now desirous of with- 
drawing it. He said further that he felt 
friendly to both, parties and had no feeling 
whatever in the matter other than that he 
had been asked to present it for considera- 
tion by the tommittee. 

Graham West is the nephew of Alderman 
W. S. Day, and his father was at one time 
engineer of the famous engine ‘‘General.’”’ 
When asked yesterday as to who was be- 
hind the resolution to have West appointed, 
Mr. Day stated that he did not know, He 
said that he had known West for a num- 
ber of years, and while he was a friend of 
Mr. Caldwell, he believed that after an 
incumbent’s term of office had expired that 
others should be given a chance, 

The salary of the office held by Mr, Cald- 
well in. West End was $1,000, and his pres- 
ent salary is the sagne amount. 

Routine of the Meeting. 

The entire session of the tax committee 
held yesterday was taken up in hearing 
petitions for- free licenses from various 
anes who desired to peddle merchandise 
on the streets, and who for physical dia- 
ablement considered that they were enti- 
tled to conduct their business without tax. 

A number of petitions of this character 
were passed upon favorably, but many 
were disapproved of by the members of 
the committee. Mr. Rice, chairman of the 
committee, said that after giving so many 
the right to do business without licensy, 
it was then time for the committee to do 
something to protect those that had al- 
ready been favored. 

Abe Fry and Henry Schaul appeared be- 
fore the committee to ask that they be 
charged at the pro rata part of the yearly 
license for pawnbroker — business. They 
stated that they had formed a partnership 
and wished to begin business at once. They 
desired to pay their license from March 
Ist to July Ist and after that date to 
take out the regular yearly pawnbroker’s 
license. 

This petition caused some discussion, but 
Chairman Rice stated that the committee 
Was not empowered to pass favorably voon 
the matter, because the city ordinance 
touching the point in question was frvch 
as not to permit of the committee favor- 
ing the petitioners. 

He stated further that the only way 
in which the matter might be accomplished 
was that the tax ordinance be amended 
by the coun It was said that the sec- 
tion of the ordinance bearing directly upon 
the subject had been introduced during 
the last exposition and was for the pur- 
pose of protecting the city pawnbruokers 
who paid yearly licenses. 

As the old ordinance’ stood, any one 
might start a pawnbroker’s shop by paying 
@ pro rata part of the regular yearly 
license and then, after a few months, cicse 
his place of business, after reaping a har- 
vest at the expense of the local brokers 

The tax ordinance in question is as fol- 
lows: : 

Section 9. On the business of every 

Pawnbroker there shall be levied a tax 

(and no license shall be issued for less 

than the full price of one year) of two 

hundred dollars per annum, as a regis- 
try tax, in lieu of the general tax on 
merchandise and materials, to be paid 
bs the first day of July, 1898, of as soon 
hereafter as they shall commence 
business, and in default of payment the 
clerk of council shall issue execution 
for the same, which shall be levied and 
collected by the marshal as other tax 
executions. 

It is probable that a petition will be 
made at the next meeting of council to 
amend this section of the tax ordinance.

The appraisers in the condemnation pro- 
ceedings between the Atlanta Railway 
Company and the Consolidated can not 
agree. The hearing has been closed for 
nearly a week and the appraisers 
held a number of sessions, but no agree- 
ment has been reached. 

The appraisers décline to tell what the 
deliberations of the board have developed. 
Many questions have been discussed and 
the points on which the appraisers disa- 
greé are said to. be numerous. 

In the argument of the case the attorneys 
for the two roads did not agree as to what 
the duty of the appraisers was and from 
this, it is thought, the inability of the 
board to make a decision has arisen. 

The Consolidated is claiming the award, 
which the attorneys for the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company argued it had no right to, 
and that it was unreasonable to ask for 
it. The attorneys disagreed on what 
should be the extent of the rights of the 
Atlanta Railway Company to operate cars 
over the track. These two questions are 


supposed to be the cause of ine delay in 
the appraisers reaching a decision. | 

Forrest Adair represents :the Atlanta 
Railway Company,.W. H. Harrison the 
Consolidated, and Assistant City Engineer 
Wilson was chosen as the third appraiser 
by the other two appraisers. 

It was expected that the appraisers would 
announce a decision last Monday. The 
hearing was closed on Saturday shortly 
after noon. A session was held on Monday 
at noon and another in the afternoon at 
5 o'clock. Two sessions were held on Tues-. 
day—one at 12 o’clock and@ another at 
5o’clock. One session was held on Wed- 
. nesday. Others will be held this week 
and although it is expected, the decision 
may not come for a long time yet. 

Under the arguments of the attorneys 
for the companies and the law read to 
them during the hearing, it is certain that 
Mr. Harrison is asking for an award for 
the Consolidated and that he wants at 
least a portion of the damages estimated 
by the officers of the Consolidated to be 
due them from the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany for the use of its tracks. 

Mr. Adair, for the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany, holds to the principle that no dam- 
ages should be paid and that an award is 
not to be considered. 

Mr. Wilson holds the balance of power 
as it was expected he would. It would 
not seem to be difficult for the appraisers 
to agree on the value of the property to 
be condemned as nearly all the witnesses 
for both sites agreed on the value of the 
tracks. The overhead construction is a 
considerable question and this may be 
causing the trouble. 

The present condemnation ovroceedings 
are probably the most extensive that have 
ever been conducted in Atlanta. It was 
conducted from the first in the same man- 
ner as a hearing in court, and the evidence 
was introduced and the arguments were 
made the same way as they would have 
been made in the court room. 

The appraisers have taken the case under 
consideration. They are acting in the 
capacity of judge and jury, and it seems 
that as judge they do not agree *to the 
law regarding arbitrament. An early- de- 
cision is expected and some settlement 
may be effected if the frequent sessions of 
the appraisers continue.

The police authorities made a raid sever-

To obviate such a danger it is the inten- 
tion of Commissioner Stevens to visit the 
places where the fertilizer is made and 
there make tests to see that nothing but 
good plant food is used in the manufacture 
of the products. 

When substances are found, and it is 
common to use such in fertilizers, that 
would do material harm to plants, Commis- 
sioner. Stevens will advise at once that the 
use of such substances be discontinued. 

Commissioner Stevens said yesterday af- 
ter bis return from the southern part of 
the state. 

“I was much pleased on the whole with 
the result of my ffivestigation in those cities 
1 visited in south Georgia. I met, of course, 
with uniform courtesy from ail the manu- 
facturers of fertilizers and millers of oil 


and found very little to criticise in the! 


manufacture of either article. I expect to 
continue my tour of inspection In the next 
few days, but have not determined upon 
the portion of the state I will visit next. 
I believe that probably the best way to 
get at the bad materials used in fertilizers 


is to go to factories direct where the pro-

Three Railways To Be Consolidated, 
Probably Under One Management. 


SIX STATES ARE TRAVERSED 


Two Extensions or Connecting Links 
Are Said To Be Projected. 


SHORT LINE FROM MORTH TO SOUTH 


By Working Together, the Three Roads 
Can Do Much Better Financially 
Than in the Past. 


The consolidation of the Seaboard Air- 
Line, the Georgia and Florida and the 
Florida Central and Peninsular railroads 
will made a new and powerful system of 
2,400 miles of line. 

It will extend from Portsmouth, on the

north, to Tampa on the south and from Sa- 
vannah westward to Montgomery. All the 
south Atlantic coast states are traversed 
by the roads in the new system, which ap- 
pears to be rapidly crystallizing under the 
direction of J. Skelton Williams, the Rich- 
mond financier, 

Ultimate consolidation is assumed, as that 
is the tendency. of thé timés and the natural 
result. of financial kinship among transpor- 
tation properties... 

When the consolidatién occurs, the new 
system will be the fourth largest in the 
south, the Southern ralhway, the Loutsville 
and Nashville and the: Jllinois Central be- 
ing the only lines which have a greater 
mileage. 

The Seaboard and thé Florida Central are 
of practically the same length, each having 
about 950 miles. The Georgia and Florida 
has about 450 miles. ~ 

Mr. Williams, the head of the controlling 
syndicate, became identified with the Geor- 
gia and Alabama at the time of its reor- 
ganization, a few years ago. That line of 
itself has not Leen counted aS a strong sys- 
tem, but in the new system it will both add 
and receive strength. When the Williams 
syndicate bought control of the Geaboard 
there was much guessing as to how the two 
widely separated properties would be con- 
nected. With the purchase of the Florida 
Central the situation was instantly cleared. 
As pointed out in The Constitution last 
Tuesday, an extension of seventy-five miles 
would connect the Seaboard by a direct 
line with the Florida Centra) at Columbia. 

On the accompanying may, showing the 
location of the three properties, the proba- 
ble location of the connecting line is shown 
from Columbia to Cheraw. 

Another cut off is shown by the dotted line 
from Ridgeway to Richmond. That exten- 
sion appears to Le a certainty.

New York, March 2.—By Associated 
Press: The cotton market made a steady 
start at an advance of 2@4 points, cables 
being encouraging and recetpts emall. But 
the early demand appeared to come almost 
entirely from shorts, and as soon as they 
were filled up the market began to taper 
off ahd continued easy until there was a 
decline of 3@6 points from the opening call 
prices on the more active options. there 
Was an entire let-up in the demand from 
outsiders, But, while the local contingent 
had the market pretty much to themselves, 
they did not know what to do with it, and 
most of them let it severely alone. Busi- 
ness was the slowest for recent times. from 
the highest to the lowest prices there was 
a verification of only 6 points with the mar- 
ket finally steady, net unchanged to 3 
pointa lower. Selling was restricted by con- 
tinued firmness and activity in-print cloths, 
with the strike question practically set- 
tled by a recent advance of wages at sev- 
eral New England points, which reflected 
prosperity in the cotton spinning industry 
in this country, while Manchester reported 
a slight improvement in the English mar- 
ket. Southern spot markets were stcady 
to firm at unchanged prices. :

New York, March 2.—A difficult task is 
Presented to any one who attempts to 
write something new regarding the cotton 
Situation. We all know that tne consump- 
tion of cotton this season will be the lar- 
gest on record. We aiso know that the 
crop estimates current earlier in the year 
Wil not be realized; that the improvement 
in general business in America has led to 
the enormous speculative buying of cotton, 
and that the European holders have hedg- 
y 6 purchases to a large extent in New 

ork. 

As yet the crop estimates have not been 
reduced below the @stimate for consump- 
tion, so that we all believe there will be 
a surplus remaining from the crop, though 
its quality will be poor as compared with 
the yield of past seasons. It is also evi- 
dent that the maintenance of this market 


above a parity with Liverpool, is attract- 


ing cotton here from many towns in the 
south where low grades have accumulated 
as a result of the recent severe storms. On 
the other hand, there has been a great 
reduction in the production and saie of 
fertilizers this season and it is. doubtful 
if it will be possible for planters to obtain 
from now on, the same quantity of fertili- 
zers even though they might wish to de 
so.

‘No Other News to Account for Decline 


in Stocks Yesterday. 
GRANGERS UNDER PRESSURE 


ON 


The Weakness Affected Pretty Much 
Everything—On Support, the Mar- 
ket Closed, Fairly Steady.

New York, March 2.—The stock market 
displuyed weakness particularly in the gran- 
gers, Pacifics and specialities practically 
all day with but incidental rallies, There 
was 4n appearance of support in certain 
stocks in tne final dealings which caused 
a fairly steady close, although the grangers 
were still under pressure. There was no 
news to account for the decline except 
for a firmer tone to money, call rates touch- 
ing 3%, attributable to a call issued pre- 
liminary to the settlement between the 
Central aPcific railroad and the govern- 
ment. The easier tone of sterling exchange 
Was a natural accompaniment of the firm- 
er tone in money, indicating that an in- 
crease demand for ~money might contract 
the volume of American funds now loaned 


- abroad. There were denials from bank of- 


ficials of the current assertion that undue 
discrimination was being exercised against 
the industrial collateral. Selling orders 
appeared from Boston and Chicago houses, 
and London, while trading both ways mod- 
erately, took rather less stock than it sold. 
During the attacks by the bears many stop- 
loss orders being uncovered accelerated the 
decline. While weakness affected pretty 
much everything. pecially heavy feat- 
ures were Metropolitan, Jersey Central, Pa- 
cific Mail, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Chicago 
and St. Louis, Rubber and Brooklyn Trans- 
it. American Tobaceo left off with a gain 
of 2% on the formal action of the directors 
preliminary to the absorption of the Union 
Tobacco Company.

CROP NEWS BEARISH 


Weather Was Moist and Mild and Wheat 
Started Weak. 


SHOWED OVER A CENT LOSS 


In Last Fifteen Minutes Was a Sharp 
Recovery—Corn and Oats Lower. 
Provisions Higher. 


Chicago, March 2.—Deeidedly bearish crop 
news today caused a good deal of scattered 
liquidation, and May Wheat at one time 
during the session showed a decline of 1's. 
Near the end, however, shorts became 
alarmed on account of heavy export tak- 
ings and doubt as to the correctness of the 
early claims of uninjured fall wheat. May 
left off with a net aecline of 5c. Corn is 
a shade lower and oats lost \%c. Pork ad- 
vanced 5@7%%c and lard bc. Hibs closed a 
shade higher. 

All the early news was against the price 
and wheat started weak. Tne weather was 
moist and mild, the Liverpool market was 
5d lower and The Price Current weekly 
summary said the wheat plant was not in- 
jured to any widespread extent. Under 
such conditions, May wheat commenced %*@ 


lc lower at 73@734ec, a re not 
numerous at over . The domesfic fe- 
ceipts were fairly liberal at 114 rs at 


Chicago and 409 at Minneapolis an@ Duluth. 
A year ago Chicago got 72 cars and Minne- 
apolis and Duluth 2/3. Numerous buying 
orders were received from country points in 
Indiana and Illinois for July wheat, and 
coming as they did from people who were 
in a position to judge of the condition of 
the winter plant, some local buying was 
also done on the strength of it. The mar- 


ket held stubbornly firm around opening‘. 


prices until about an hour from the start, 
but after that selling increased and final- 
ly, after a severe struggle around 73 for 
May, the bears got the upper hand and 
broke the price down to 7244c. Additional 
rains were falling in California, and it was 
generally believed that the drouth situa- 
tion had been thoroughly relieved. Receipts 
at primary western markets were 5&0, 
bushels, against 457,000 bushels the same 
day a year ago. Atlantic port clearances of 
wheat and fiour were equal to 669,000. The 
market continued heavy with offerings in 
excess of the demand until about twenty 
minutes from the close, when on an at- 
tempt of early sellers to buy back former 
holdings, the price shot up so rapidly that 
little covering of short wheat could be done. 
May wheat had in the meantime got down 
to 72%c and from that it rose to /2%c, the 
closing price. The change in sentiment was 
brought about by reports of 41 boat loads 
disposed of for export at the Atlantic coast, 
and doubt as to the correctness of The 
Price Current report of the condition of 
the fall wheat crop, as other authorities 
differed from its conclusions. 

Corn was rather heavy in sympathy with 
wheat. Receipts were quite moderate and 
the seashore clearances heavy, but country 
offerings showed an increase, and cables 
were er lower. Receipts 343, cars. May 
openea \c lower at 36%@36%c, advanced to 
365gc, then deciined reluctantly and very 
slowly to 36%c and recovered to 36%c sellers 
at the close. 

Trade in oats was small and without spe- 
cial incident, fluctuations being governed 
entirely by corn and wheat. Receipts 183 
cars. May began %@%c lower at 28@2kc, 
declined to 27%c and closed at 28c. 

The price of provisions took quite a jump 
at the start when it was known that the 
increasé in stocks of future meats and lard 
was considerably less than had_hbeen look- 
ed for. Shorts covered freely, but when 
that demand had been satisfied the market 
became calmer and the price settled down 
considerably. The firmness with which 
wheat closed, however, caused another up- 
turn; and the loss was partly regained. The 
increase in local stocks comprised 12,000 
barrels of pork, 24,000 tierces of lard and 
258,000 pounds of ribs. May pork opened 
10@12%c higher at 9.55, rose to $9.57%, then 
slid off to $9.42% and improved to and clos- 
ed at $9.5. The range in lard and ribs 
was small.

er of Education Glenn, and means that a 
considerable sum of money is to be saved 
to the public school teachers of the state. 
The checks issued by the state commis- 
sioner to the commissioners of the various 
counties have never been held subject to 
tax and it has never been necessary to 
stamp them. The checks which are issued 
by the county commissioner to the teach- 
ers in his county, however, were, under 
a formal ruling of the internal revenue 
department, required to be stamped. 
Commissioner Glenn has corresponded at 
length with the Washington authorities in 
regard to this ruling which exempted the 
checks of the state from taxation until 
they reached the office of the county com- 
missioner, after which it was held that the 
disbursement of public funds ceased.

Washington, March 2.—Weather condi- 
tions and general forecast: 

Unsettled weather conditions still persist . 
throughout the entire country with centers 
of disturbance in the middle slope and over 
Lake Superior. 

Temperatures are above the season at av- 
erage from the Mississippi valley eastward 
except on the New England coast and the 
maximum varied from 70 to & degrees 
throughout the southern states and the 
southern portion of the middle slope. In the 
northwest there has been a fall in temper- 
ature which was quite decided n the west- 
ern portion of the Dakotas. There were raing 
from the centra] valleys eastward; snows 
in the lake regions, the northwest and New 
Engiand, and showers in the south. There 
has been no change in the plateau and 
Pacific coast regions, rains having continu- 
ed except in the southern portion. The tem- 
peratures have fallen from 5 to 22. degrees 
over the rain area. Generally fair weather 
is indicated for all districts east of the 
Rockies except in extreme northern New 
England, with lower temperatures in the 
middie and southern slopes, the lower Mis- 
souril and upper Mississippi valleys and the 
north and west portions of the upper lake 
region.
